'The administration of justice in 


Ufesico has certain phases which-'might 
startle thoso who are accustomed to the 
aw's delays in ibis country," remark-

ic.:'There is no unnecessary delay at 
any stage of the game. If there is no 
donbt abont the prisoner's gnilt, tech- 
nicalities never are allowed to interfere 
•with his prompt punishment. And very 
often the Mexican authorities manage 
to save the expense of a trial. 


"Whenever a notorious desperado, for 


instance, is captnred, he is tnrned over 
to'-a couple of rnrales to be transferred 
to another jail at some littio distance. 
On the way the prisoner always tries to 
escaped—at least that is the report mada 
by the guards. 


"It is -unnecessary to add that no 


prisoner ever did escape under such cir- 
cumstances or that no prisoner ever 
could do so. The guards simply report 
that their man tried to give them the 
slip and that they felt compelled to rid- 
dle him with bullets to prevent hia es- 
cape.

"This disnensea with a trial and a 


legal execution. No investigation ever 
is made. It is strictly legal in Mexico 
to shoot down an 'eseapiag prisoner." 
It is a labor saving device, that's all, 
but it is as effective and as expeditions 
as it is economical."—Chicago Times- 
Herald.

Naturalists say that the feet of 


the common workiiig bee exhibit 
the curious combination of a basket, 
a brush, and a pair of pinchers. The 
brush, tho hairs of which are ar- 
ranged in symmetrical rows, is only 
seen with a high grade microscope. 
With this brush of fairy delicaey 
tho bee brushes its velvet robe to 
remove the pollen dust with which 
it becomes loaded while sucking up 
the nectar'of flowers. Another deli- 
cate apparatus is the spoon shaped 
appendage that receives the glean- 
ings that the bee wishes to carry to 
the hive. Finally, by opening the 
"brush" and the "basket" by means 
of a neat little hinge, the "two be- 
come a pair of pinchers, which ren- 
der important service in construct- 
ing the cells for the reception of the 
honey.

A citizen cm 
horseback is always aa odd sight in 
tbe mid.si of a uniformed army, and 
the picture presented by the presi- 
dent bordered upon the grotesque. 
However, t!he troops were so lost in 
admiration of the man that the hu- 
morous aspect did not seem to strike 
them. The soldiers rapidly passed 
tbe \vord along the line that Uncle 
Ahe had joined them, and cheers 
broke forth from all the commands, 
and enthusiastic shouts and et-ea 
words of familiar greeting met him 
on all sides. 


After awhile General Grant said, 


"Mr. President, let ns ride on and 
see the colored troops, who behaved 
so handsomely in Smith's attack on 
the works in front of Petersburg 
last week."' 


"Oh, yes,"' replied Mr. Lincoln, 
'I want TO takaalook at those boys. 
I read with tho greatest delight the 
account given in Mr. Dana's dis- 
patch to the secretary of war of how 
gallantly they behaved. He said 
they took 6 out of the 16 guns cap- 
tured that day. I was opposed on 
nearly every side when I first favor- 
ed the raising of colored regiments, 
but they have proved their efficien- 
cy, and I am glad they have kept* 
pace with the white troops in the 
recent assaults. When we wanted 
every ablebodied man who could be 
spared to go to the front, and ray 
opposers kept objecting to the n§- 
groes, I used to tell them that at 
such times it was just as well to lie 
a little color blind. I think, general, 
we can say of the black" boys what 
a country fellow, who was an old 
time abolitionist in Illinois, said 
when he went to a theater in Chica- 
go and saw Forrest playing Othello. 
Be was not very well up in Shake- 
speare and didn't know that the 
tragedian was a white man who had 
blacked up for the purpose. After 
the play was over the folks who had 
invited him to go to the show want- 
ed to know what he thought of the 
actors, and he said, 'Waal, lay in 
aside all sectional prejudices and 
any partiality I may have for the 
race, denied if I don't think the nig- 
ger held his own with any on 'em.' " 
The western dialect employed in 
this story was perfect. 


The camp of the colored troops of 


the Eighteenth corps was soon 
reached, and a scene now occurred 
which defies description. They be- 
held for the first time the liberator 
of their race—the man who by a 
stroke of his pea had struck the 
shackles from the limbs of their f el- 
lew bondsmen and proclaimed liber- 
ty to the enslaved. Always impres- 
sionable, the enthusiasm of the 
blacks now knew no limits. They 
cheered, laughed, cried, sang hymns 
of praise and shouted in their negro 
dialect, "God bressMassaLinkum!"'

They crowded about him 
and fondled his horse. So^ae of 
them kissed his hands, while others 
ran off, crying, in triumph to their 
comrades that they had touched his 
clothes The president rode with 
bared head. The tears had started 
to his eyes, and his voice was so 
broken by emotion that he could 
scarcely articulate the words of 
thanks and congratulation which 
ho tried to speuk to the hurablo and 
devoted men through whose ranks 
he rode. The scene was affecting in

And it shall bo upon Aarou to 
mia^tcr, auJ Jus sound =ha!l fcs heard 
«f ten he goeth in unto tho holy place 
before the Lord, and when he coineth 
cnt, that ho die not" Hand bells were 
in common use all over the ancient 
world. The earliest use of bells in 
churches was for t"Le purpose of fright- 
ening away tho evil spirits \vliick wera 
believed to infest earth and air, and 
the earliest curfew was rang at night- 
fall to rid the neighborhood of the vil 
Inge or town and chnrch cf demons. 


Must old churches of Europe have a 


small door on the north side, a»d at 
certain points in the service this doer 
was opened, and a bell was rung to give 
notice to the devil, if he chanced to be 
present, that.he might make Ms exit 
before the elevation. By ihe command 
of Pope John IX church bells -were rung 
as a protection against thunder and 
lightning. The monument of Forsena, 
the Etrurian king, was decorated with 
pinnacles, each surmounted with a bell, 
which tinkled m the breeze. Tho army 
of Clothaire laised the siege of Seus on 
acconut of a panic occn«oned among 
the rnen by a sttd-Jen chime from the 
bells of St. Stephen's church. 
Tno lar- 


gest bell ia the world is in the Kremlin 
at Moscow. Its weight is 250 tons, and 
the value of the bell metal alone, not 
counting the gold and silver ornaments 
•which were thrown into tho pots a^ 
votive offerings, is estimated at £66, 
563, 
or about 4332,825.

Thosu 
who possess the opportunity know they 
must toil for a return too small to sus- 
tain life in decency. 
Wages have been 


lowered in all parts of the country, ever, 
where the boasted "wave" has apparent- 
ly struck them. The farmers are in de- 
spair over their rich fields, and tho 
kcowledge of -what they will bring. In- 
terest eats away at the small returns, 
and homelessuess (.tares them forever in 
tbe face. Fathers see their children pino 
away through hunger, cold, lack cf care, 
while they are wild to work for them. 
Suicides, despair, 
madness, 
prevail 


where plenty and peace abound. Under 
such conditions what wonder if below 
;he surface, a grim desperation, a mighty 
discontent is smoldering? 


There have been rumors of revolu- 


rionary action among the people, and 
:hoy are not all false. Organization is a 
Jact. Jf o calm advice, no soothing words, 
will allay this spirit unless something 
more substantial precedes them. What 
do the ruling classes expect? They can- 
not be so sure that "the deluge" will 
'come after them." Under prevailing 
conditions it would bo well if they do 
not bandy the word "war" about so 
carelessly. It is u dangerous subject to 
Kindle just now.

ners, "the authorship of which has been 
attributed to Mr. Hay. This work wa» 
published 14 years ago, iu serial form, 
iu The Century Magazine. 


Stripped of the t lenient cf romance, 


the story was an attack on organized 
labor and a, defense of the privileges of 
capital. It touched tho one with the 
strokesrof broad caricature; it painted 
the other ia the most glowing colors. It 
was a novel in forci, a social study in 
name, aii ex-purte argument in fact. 
Tbn story v,-:is widely read. In book 
form, when published by JT.irper & 
Bros., it attained many i-clilions. Tho 
fa.'t that it was an anonyroons work 
udded to the tremendous interest; it es- 
cited. Sptcttlation was rife as 10 the 
identity of the author. As the book be- 
tokened on the part of the writer the 
possession of literary -skill, an inside 
knowledge of political machinations, a 
sneering contempt for organized labor 
and a capitalistic opinion on all social 
questions, gue'-sts were necessarily lim- 
itut to a list of quabi public men with 
literary aspirations, Finally tho attthoi- 
ship was fixed iu tho public mind oa 
Joins Hay, formerly private secretary 
to President, Lincoln. 


There were no established facts for 


this ;wn:rnpti'm. bit the book possessed 
a wealth of internal evidence pointing 
dnectly to Colonel Hay. The literary 
btyle, the dialect, tho aiiiuto knowl- 
edge displayed of Ohio aSairs, and par- 
ticularly of Cle-\ eland doings—these and 
many other details in both tho concep- 


i tion and the execution of 
tho book 


pointed to Il.iy as tho author. 


Colonel Hay was charged at that time 


with the authorship and 110 denial was 
ever made by him. When subsequently 
he was mercile=f]y attacked in a book 
called "The Moneymakers," in which 
the issue was joim-cl nnd tho cause oi 
labor defended, he remained silent. 


On thf other hand, tho pioofs of Col- 


onel Hay's uiopraphy in HoyfsNational 
Cyclopedia of American Biography were 
approved by him, ;vud in that biogiaphy 
appears, this iioie:

He has threatened to dispose of his 


property rather than p-rmlt plaintiff 
and her children to live . 3 of him; 
therefore, the plaintiff asks that he 
b2 ecjoined from disposing of his 
property until the final hearing of 
the case; that she be granted a 
divorce and awarded reasonable ali- 
mony, and tnat tbe defendant be 
compelled by the order of the court 
to return to plaintiff tbe $700 note 
and to pay her tbe amount of said 
note with accrued interest. She also 
asks for temporary alimony pending 
the final hearing of the case. 


Mrs. Schenk-Metzger informed a 


TIMES-DEMOCRAT representative this 
afternoon, that the Dr. had endeav- 
ored to persuade her to withdraw the 
suit, and promised to provide for tbe 
children if she would do so. She 
says she will not withdraw the pe- 
tition, however, and intends to leave 
ihe children temporarily with ber 
sister at Ellda, and return to Toledo 
to ship her household goofs back to 
this city.
